Boston Bus Service 
Threatened By 
Poor Equipment

It is hot; they stand in the sun, shading 
their eyes, squinting down the street. A 
teenaged type, with spiked hair and 
shades and a Walkman hooked into her 
ears; a middle-aged man in work blues. 
A young man kisses his girlfriend good- 
bye. There is a grey-haired woman; a 
woman in a business suit; another in 
jeans, a stuffed duffle bag tugging at her 
shoulder. A tableau from Main Street, 
U.S.A., waiting for that classic symbol of 
American life on wheels—the bus. 

The woman in jeans checks her watch. 
It is 11:22. The 11:15 is running slightly 
late. 

Shussh of air brakes; peculiar bus- 
smell of diesel. The coach-style behe- 
moth pulls to the curb. “Air Condi- 
tioned,” it reads on the side—an 
announcement belied by the row of open 
windows. 

Orie by one, they exchange their dol- 
lars for tickets, then thread back through 
the rows of half-full seats. 

The Merrimack Transportation bus 
chuffs briskly away—down Route 125, 
then 93 and, ultimately, into Boston. 

Beneath its placid metal hide, it is a 
bus under siege. Because Merrimack 
Valley legislators have received a num- 
ber of complaints over the past two 
months about the service rendered to 
area commuters by this bus and its com- 
panions, they are preparing, on this hot 
19th day of May, to meet with its owners 
at the end of the line in Boston.

has offered them since it took over the 
commuter route last fall. 

According to Blanchette, riders had 
charged that buses sometimes didn’t 
show up, or broke down on Route 93. 
Some had cited instances where vehicles 
had run out of gas; one alledged that a 
bus had made a run with its door 
jammed open. Many had deplored the 
dirtiness and seeming disrepair of the 
fleet. 

In addition, riders had charged that, 
because the buses lacked radios, they 
were ill-equipped to call for assistance in 
the case of a breakdown. 

Most of the complaints were relatively 
recent, Blanchette said; most had been 
registered since the time, approximately 
two months ago, when the state’s De- 
partment of Public Utilities (DPU) had 
subjected the Merrimack fleet to a rigor- 
ous inspection and had required the com- 
pany to replace faulty equipment. 

Blanchette said that he had called the 
meeting to ‘‘get to the bottom of this; to 
see what can be done about it.”’ 

In addition to the lawmakers, John Mc- 
Cabe, director of the bus and train divi- 
sion of the DPU, was present. So were a 
few of Blanchette’s aides—who, he said, 
daily experience the vagaries of the bus 
system first-hand as commuters. 

Up front, Merrimack owner Caplan 
took responsibility for his company’s de- 
ficiencies, explaining that he felt it was 
counterproductive to give excuses. He 
did, however, place many of those prob- 
lems in perspective by offering a brief 
history of Merrimack’s takeover and 
operation of the route. 

In August of 1985, said Caplan, Tromb- 
ly Motor Coach indicated that they were 
going to discontinue their routes to Bos-

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Curatorial Appointment Announced 


The appointment of Susan Faxon Olney to the 
Robert M. Walker curatorship of Paintings, 
Prints, Drawings and Sculpture at the Addison 
Gallery of American Art, Phillips Academy, 
Andover, was announced by the museum’s 
director, Christopher C. Cook. The position, 
named in honor of Robert M. Walker, art 
historian and Andover alumnus who chaired the 
recent successful campaign to raise five million 
dollars in general support for the museum, fills 
a long-felt need to bring a lively historical 
advocacy to the museum’s programs. 

Priorities for the new position include the 
preparation of a comprehensive catalog of the 
museum’s collections, the organization of 
historical exhibitions as part of the museum’s 
program and teaching American art history to 
Phillips Academy students from the resources 
of the museum's collections. The appointment of 
Olney will provide an Americanist’s historical! 
perspective and complement the present 
curatorial positions of photography and 
contemporary art. 

Olney, presently the director of the University 
Art Galleries, University of New Hampshire, 
Durham, N.H., has received a joint appointment

conceived and produced a diverse program of 
exhibitions, but her central concern, revealed in 
three major exhibitions, was “‘to document the 
culture and history of New Hampshire and its 
contribution to American cultural history.’’ The 
first exhibition in the series, ‘‘A Stern and 
Lovely Scene: A Visual History of the Isles of 
Shoals,’’ combined works of art by Childe 
Hassam, A.T. Brichner, Celia Thaxter, William 
Trust Richards and John Hatch with a wide- 
ranging selection of maps, manuscripts, books, 


historical objects and photographs to present a 
contextual visual panorama of New 
Hampshire’s archipelago. This 1978 exhibition 
was accompanied by a 140-page catlogue 
supported by the National Endowment for the 
Arts. Two subsequent exhibitions, partially 
supported by the National Endowment for the 
Arts and the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, followed: ‘“‘The White Mountains: 
Place and Perceptions’ produced in 1980, 
included works by Alfred Bierstadt, Winslow 
Homer, Benjamin Champney, Frederic Church, 
Thomas Cole, Thomas Doughty, Asher Durand 
and George Inness and books, maps, 
photographs and prints and was accompanied 
by a 148-page catalogue. In 1985, ‘‘A Circle of 
Friends: Art Colonies of Cornish and Dublin’”’ 
traced the evolution of the Dublin and Cornish 
colonies and thoroughly documented the 
remarkable artistic circles that flourished in 
southwestern New Hampshire at the turn of the 
century. Other important exhibitions curated by 
Olney include one person exhibits of the work of 
Louisa Matthiasoddter, 1978; Jerome Witkin, 
1981; Anne Arnold, 1983; John Laurent, 1984; 
and John Hatch, 1985. Other group exhibitions 
include ‘‘Two American Impressionists: Frank 
W. Benson and Edmund C. Tarbell,’’ 1980 and 
‘‘Nature and Imagination: Dutch Art of the 17th 
Century,’’ 1982 

Olney is a graduate of Smith Collge and holds 
an M.S. in Historic Preservation and 
Restoration from Columbia University 
Graduate School of Architecture, New York 
City. She also studied at the Summer Institute, 
Henry Francis Dupont Winterthur Museum and 
completed courses toward a Ph.D. in American 
Studies at Boston University. 

The Addision Gallery was established in 1931, 
through the gift of Thomas Cochran, on the 
campus of Phillips Academy, Andover. The 
museum is open free to the public.

An Adventurer Who Shared 
Experiences Will Retire

The towers of the Russian palace are 
crowned with authentically classic ‘‘on- 
ion domes.’’ Instead of stone, however, 
its parapets are built of white cardboard, 
and the domes— 

They’re onions, of course. 

The intricate creation sits on a table in 
a room of the West Parish Nursery 
School, behind Andover’s West Parish 
Church. Its twenty-plus small architects 
and builders learned of onion domes and 
parapets and Russian lore at the knee of 
a traveler with first-hand knowledge of 
that country—WPN’s director, Audrey 
DesRoches. 

DesRoches is an adventurer; every 
year for the past five years, she has vis- 
ited far-flung foreign lands with other ed- 
ucators. Then, upon returning, she has 
shared the adventure with the students. 
“T bring my trip experiences back to the 
school and bring them down to their lev- 
el,” she explains. ‘‘We do a whole week 
on music, food, even the politics of the 
country I’ve traveled in.” She smiles 
easily, often. “It makes it relevant to 
them to know I’ve been in the country.”’ 

She brings them stories, too—a ‘‘good’’ 
one and a ‘“‘horror’’ tale—maybe a folk 
tale or a true account, like the story 
about how the Scottish author of ‘‘The 
Bonny, Bonny Banks of Loch Loman’’ 
languished in prison, and was ultimately 
beheaded, while waiting for his girl- 
friend to come to the rescue. 

This year, after 22 years with the nurs- 
ery school, Audrey DesRoches will be 
setting off on a new adventure—one 
which she will not be able to share so 
easily with her young fans. DesRoches 
will be retiring. 

Retiring—the word seems incongruous 
with the energetic, self-assured woman 
with the blond hair and the unflinching 
blue eyes. A change of lifestyle, per- 
haps—that would seem more accurate. 

DesRoches has made a number of 
changes in her lifestyle over the years. 
Born in Bristol, N.H., a tiny town on 
Newfound Lake, she graduated from La- 
Salle Junior College in Newton to work in 
retailing. 

She married and started her family. 
Then, 26 years ago, she and her husband 
and two children moved to Andover. 

DesRoches came to West Parish Nurs- 
ery School as an aid when her two chil- 
dren were established in high school. She 
had taught part-time, on a substitute ba- 
sis, in the public system’s early grades; 
working with young children appealed to 
her. The hours of the job, too, attracted 
her; they allowed her to be at home for 
her own children. 

“T came here as a young mother,” she 
says. ‘‘I still feel strongly that the moth- 
er should be home when the child comes 
back from school—”’ she qualifies the 
statement—‘‘or that they should have a 
consistant care-taker.”’ 

During the next three years, Des- 
Roches took courses that would qualify 
her to teach—which, for a number of

years, she did. Approximately 10 years 
ago, she became the school’s director. 

DesRoches’ lifestyle took an unex- 
pected turn six years ago when her hus- 
band passed away. She weathered the 
loss with characteristic strength. “I 
don’t find widowhood to be the ‘pits’,” 
she says. ‘‘I had—and have—marvelous 
friends who continued to include me in 
their plans.”’ 

She also formulated a plan of her own. 
“I decided I’d travel more; I would keep 
the house (DesRoches lives near the 
school, on Reservation Road); I would 
be open to any new experiences—’’ the 
ready smile—‘which I always am, any- 
way, so that’s not too difficult.” 

She began traveling for education— 
and for fun. In addition to her more aca- 
demic forays, she also spends personal 
time in ‘‘the islands.’”’ Which islands? ‘‘I 
think I’ve been on all of them,”’ she says 
with a laugh. 

DesRoches credits her ability to adapt 
to life’s twists and turns, in part, to her 
small-town roots. Growing up in Bristol, 
she recalls, she lived among a variety of 
people, in an atmosphere of general ac- 
ceptance. 

“I think I’ve been pretty lucky because 
of the wonderful friends I’ve had and 


have,’’ she says, ‘‘of all age groups, so- 
cial strata—I’ve always been open to 
relationships. A lot of people in Andover, 
I feel, have a very closed life. A social 
life limited to the same people. They 
travel in certain places only, with cer- 
tain kinds of people.”’ 

During the 22 years DesRoches has 
spent with West Parish Nursery, she 
says, her young charges and their paren- 
ts have also undergone a number of 
changes. ‘‘Children are more knowledge- 
able now,” she says. ‘‘More uninhibited. 
They’re like computers—they take it all 
in and spit it out. They’re more verbal 
about their fears and their feelings— 
which is good.”’ 

And, she adds firmly, they’re noisier. 
“They don’t talk anymore. They yell.’ 
It’s a natural response to the wonders of 
this modern age, she theorizes—a result 
of the child’s competing for attention 
with a constant background of radio, 
television and other mechanical devices. 
“Our whole home atmosphere is loaded 
with noise-making things.” 

Surprisingly, according to DesRoches, 
these childen of the Rambo age seem to 
fight with their peers much less fre- 
quently than their predecessors. ‘‘Maybe 
it’s because we keep them so busy here,”’ 


she says. 

The parents who comprise the school’s 
governing board, with whom DesRoches 
works closely, have also changed. 
“‘They’re much more involved and inter- 
ested—and demanding of their direc- 
tor,”’ she says. ‘They expect more in the 
way of formal preparation of the child 
for school and for life. But in return, I 
feel they are very supportive.’”’ Fathers, 
she adds, have become much more in- 
volved in their children’s education. 

The philosophies of West Parish Nurs- 
ery School reflect DesRoches’ realiza- 
tion that at least half the parents want 
some academic instruction for their chil- 
dren. ‘‘We’re traditional in that we do 
have a planned curriculum,” she says. 
There is a gentle structure to the 9 to 
12:30 day; children are taught, for exam- 
ple, to recognize letters and colors and 
numbers. “‘I think they need a little pre- 
paration,” she says. ‘‘They should be 
prepared to realize that school isn’t 
going to be two-and-one-half hours of 
play. But they love to learn. And if 
they’re not ready for it, they’re not 
forced into it.” 

It’s very important to DesRoches that

ton from North Andover, Andover, Law- 
rence, Salem, N.H., and Methuen. 
Caplan said that his company negotiated 
in good faith with Trombly, ultimately 
buying both the route and the existing 
fleet. 

‘When we took this over,” he said, 
“we were trying to look down the road.”’ 
He felt that the route had a good 
ridership, growth potential, and the 
potential to become profit-making. 

However, the transition has not exact- 
ly been rosy; in Caplan’s words, ‘“‘Every- 
thing that could have gone wrong, did.”’ 

To begin with, the buses were old—11 
or 12 years, in most cases. The trade-in 
value of a 12-year-old bus being nil, the 
company found itself facing extensive— 
and expensive—maintenance. 

Furthermore, the agreement with 
Trombly did not include purchase of the 
fleet’s radio system. Because setting up 
one’s own system requires a base sta- 
tion, Merrimack could not install radios 
until it had housing for its 19 vehicles. 

While it has been using Trombly’s 
North Andover property for shelter on a 
temporary basis, Merrimack has had to 
cast about for a maintenance facility. Its 
lease for its previous facility expired this 
winter; Caplan maintained that some of 
its equipment problems peaked during 
the disruption of the move from that ga- 
rage to the facility it now uses in South 
Boston. 

‘“‘We know better than anyone how bad 
it is not to have an operation running as 
well as it can,’ concluded Caplan. But 
the company is working to improve its 
service and its fleet, he said. Six of its 19 
buses have been taken out of service be- 
cause they are not roadworthy; with the 
move to South Boston for maintenance, 
buses are now being cleaned. Merrimack 
hopes to upgrade its fleet by applying to 
the state Executive Office of Transporta- 
tion (EOTC) in the near future, he said, 
to take advantage of a program through 
which the state buys new buses and

leases them to commuter lines for a 
reduced fee. 

Furthermore, said Caplan, the compa- 
ny is negotiating with ABC Bus Company 
of North Andover for a permanent home 
in the area; if all goes well, they expect 
to move in about two weeks. The new 
facility will make it possible for Merri- 
mack to set up a radio base station. 

The company also intends to keep 
fares at their present rate—$2.90 per 
ticket, or $20.70 for a nine-ride commuter 
book. ‘“‘We’re competing with cars, and 
we’re competing with the train, which is 
already cheaper,” said Caplan. “If we 
raise the fares as little as five cents, we 
lose ridership.” 

To help keep costs under control, he 
said, the company will be working to in- 
crease the efficiency of the schedule. For 
the summer, this might involve dropping 
two daily runs. 

On the whole, Caplan concluded, Mer- 
rimack is working hard to bring its serv- 
ice in line with the needs of its public. 
However, the silver lining that Caplan 
hopes to glimpse, after such cloudy be- 
ginnings for his company, might not 
emerge untarnished. 

As he indicated, negotiations seem to 
be going well for a permanent home in 
ABC’s new terminal. According to ABC 
vice president Charlie Carrell, a poten- 
tial lease is now being examined by Mer- 
rimack’s lawyers. “I don’t see any 
reason why, if they sign the lease, they 
can’t be in by June first,’’ he says. 

And yes, the lease does allow Merri- 
mack to erect an antenna on the roof of 
the facility for radio communications. 

But upgrading the fleet through the 
EOTC program might prove a bit trick- 
ier. According to Michael Sharff, the di- 
rector of the state’s Bus Capital 
program, the leasing is funded every two 
years. At each round of leasing, which is 
open to applicant carriers throughout

Massachusetts, no one company may 
lease more than 25 per cent of the total 
purchased by the state. 

At its next round, says Sharff, the de- 
partment will probably have 24 to 25 
buses available. Theoretically, then, 
Merrimack could lease six new buses for 
a period of seven years each—/f it is 
selected from the anticipated statewide 
list of applicants (applications have not 
yet been accepted for this round). 

Sharff says that criteria for selection 
include the age of a company’s fleet, the 
ability of that company to replace equip- 
ment on its own (maintenance is not the 
EOTC’s responsibility), and the avail- 
ability of other forms of transportation in 
the area served by the igre 

At the first round of leasing, says 
Sharff, the Grey Lines obtained authori- 
ty to sub-lease three buses it had ob- 
tained through the program to 
Merrimack. Buses from the second 
round, if obtained, will not be available 
for delivery until the end of 1986 at the 
earliest. 

The legislators assembled at Monday’s 
meeting voiced their eagerness to help 
Merrimack help itself by speaking with 
officials of the EOTC about the compa- 
ny’s need for newer equipment, and by 
inquiring about possible subsidies that 
might be available through the Merri- 
mack Valley Regional Transit Authority 
(MVRTA).

Joseph Costanzo, administrator of the 
Haverhill-based MVRTA, is uncertain 
whether his organization can help. The 
MVRTA deals primarily with local serv- 
ice, such as a shuttle, rather than private 
carriers running routes to Boston, he 
says. ‘“The question is, A, do we have the 
legal capacity to help?” says Costanzo. 
‘“‘We would have to get an opinion from 
(state Transportation Secretary) Salvuc- 
ci. And, if it could work, B, could we get 
the dollars to do it? Then, C, do we want 
to do it?” 

According to John McCabe of the DPU, 
if Merrimack fails, there is no immedi- 
ate successor waiting in the wings. “If 
they stop running,” he says, “‘There’re 
no buses. There’s nobody up there who 
wants it; you can’t make money on com- 
muter runs. If Merrimack were to termi- 
nate running, I don’t know of another 
company that would take it over.”’

New England Telephone has announced that it will 
begin introducing a new area code—508—in J uly 1988 that 
will serve the eastern Massachusetts region north, west 
and south of Greater Boston. 

The company said a fast-growing demand for 
telecommunications services in the region is quickly using 
up available telephone numbers, requiring that a third 
area code be added in the state. 

NET Vice President-Massachusetts John Coleman said 
Area Code 508 will serve the region bounded by Area Code 
ee the west and by a new boundary encircling Greater 

n. 


Coleman stressed that the new code will not affect toll 
rates. ‘‘A call that’s not a toll call today will not be a toll 
call after the new code is implemented, even if a customer 
dials 1 plus the area code and telephone number to call 
across the new boundary.” 

Adding the new code will double the number of new 
telephone numbers New England telephone has available 
to assign eastern Massachusetts customers. The company 
projects that with the current rate of economic growth, 
the company will run out of telephone numbers in the 
region by early 1989 without adding a new area code. 

‘“‘We’re announcing our plans now to allow customers to 
prepare for new ye, procedures that will be used when 
Area Code 508 is implemented in 1988,”’ Coleman said. 
“Business customers, for example, will have ample time 
to make such changes as new stationery and business 
cards. They’ll also have time for customer notification.” 

Coleman noted that the area that will continue to be 
served by Area Code 617 includes variations from the 
company’s initial announcement last year. 

“This change follows further study and input from 
communities now served by Area Code 617,” he said. ‘‘We 
wanted to make sure that new dialing patterns had a 
minimal effect on calling between communities of 
common interest. 

“‘We also had various other considerations, including 
safety issues, to take into account while determining the

boundary. We wanted to make sure that community 
boundaries aren’t affected so that customers still have 
quick and easy telephone access to police and fire officials 
and others in their communities.” 

To accomplish this, he said, less than 2,200 customers 
living along the boundary will receive new telephone 
numbers so that they are included in the telephone 
exchanges serving their communities. The number 
changes are necessary because telephone exchange 
boundaries, which the new area code boundary follows, do 
not coincide with the city or town lines in all cases. Some 
of these customers will experience slight changes in their 
rates, up or down. 

‘“‘We have done research and listened to our custmers’ 
needs and concerns in setting the boundary. With that 
behind us, we now set our sights on informing our 
customers and planning for a smooth transition.” 

Rapid economic growth in eastern Massachusetts has 
helped fuel a near-record high demand for telephone lines 
in the five states served by the company. In 1984 alone, the 
company added more then 170,000 new lines, the second 
biggest increase in the company’s 103-year history. The 
biggest year was 1946, the post-World War II boom year. 

Similar growth elsewhere in the country has led to the 
addition of four new area codes since 1982 in New York 
City, Los Angeles, San Diego and Houston. Calling rates 
were not increased because of the new code and there was 
a minimum of customer confusion.

Platt Exhibit Opens 


An exhibition of works by etcher, painter and 
architect Charles A. Platt (1861-1933) opened 
aoe a at the Addison Gallery of American Art, 
Phillips Academy, Andover. Celebrating the to- 
tal achievement of this 20th century Renais- 
sance man, the exhibition includes intaglio 
prints, paintings and working drawings for 
country houses, museums and institutional ar- 
chitecture. The exhibition is guest. curated by 
Keith Morgan, professor of architectural history 
at Boston University. Morgan recently pub- 
lished a definitive book on Platt which serves as 
the Exhibition catalog. He has also writen and 
narrated a 10-minute slide tape which accompa- 
nies the exhibition and provides a context for 
viewing the works therein. 

Self taught in all phases of his career, Platt 
achieved recognition and success as an etcher 
and painter before the turn of the century. Then, 
first as an amateur, he designed his own country 
house in Cornish, N.H. Architectural commis- 
sions from friends followed and Platt moved on 
to urban projects in New York City. Perhaps his 
most successful urban designs were for mu- 
seums such as the Freer Gallery in Washington, 


D.C., and the Addison Gallery ot American Art, 
Aandoer. Equally concerned with the site and 
setting of structures, Platt studied Italian gar- 
dens in Europe, publishing the first book on Ital- 
ian gardens in English in 1894. His strong 
concern for control of settings as well as build- 
ings led to an involvement with school campus 
planning and after completing buildings for the 
University of Illinois, he was called to Phillips 
Academy in the early ’20s where he ultimately 
redesigned the entire campus between 1925-33. 

A complete set of Platt’s prints was given to 
the Addision in 1931 by the museum’s founder, 
Thomas Cochran. The collection included trial 
prints and examples of various states of the 
etchings. From this collection, an adjunctive 
presentation entitled ‘‘The Printmaking Process 
of Charles Platt’’ has been selected to accompa- 
ny the main exhibition. Various states illustrate 
the development of the full range of the artist’s 
intaglio work. The exhibition continues through 
June 15.

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School Board Members Upset 
By Student Harassment Issue 


By Lisa Waterman 


Supt. Kenneth Seifert and School Com- 
mittee members expressed disappoint- 
ment and frustration when discussing 
the subject of Rafael Studinski, the ten- 
year-old Polish youngster, who was 
forced to leave Andover and return to 
Poland as a result of the South School 
student harassment during Tuesday’s 
meeting of the School Committee. 

“This kind of thing should never hap- 
pen to any child, human relations went 
astray in some tragic way.’’ Supt. Ken- 
neth Seifert said. ‘I have never worked 
in a community with such extremes. 
Within the span of 24 hours we are in- 
formed that Andover students have pro- 
vided at least 100,000 hours of 
community service and then are in- 
formed that a student was badgered so 


much by fellow students he was forced to 
leave the school he wished to attend.” 

Studinski arrived in the United States 
from Poland last August to live with his 
aunt and uncle in Andover, Mr. and Mrs. 
George and Anna Gacek, South Main 
Street. 

Two faculty members who spoke 
Studinski’s native language tutored 
Studinski in English and spoke Polish to 
him. Classmates were informed by his 
teacher, Steve Jankauskas, about his 
country and the need to respect different 
cultures. 

The wealth and freedomn of Andover 
and the United States impressed the ten- 
year-old youngster. His aunt hoped to 
build him up with meat and vitamins, 
something that is precious in his home- 


land. 

Studzinski did not wear the suburban 
uniform and at times he wore the same 
set of clothes for more than one day in a 
row. His classmates accepted him and 
the harassment stemmed from the older 
children at the elementary school. 

Problems occurred on the school bus, 
recess and at lunch. Studzinski was sub- 
jected to profanity about his country and 
an incident was reported of garbage 
piled high in front of him in the cafeteria 
while he was trying to eat lunch. 

Seven months after his arrival, Ra- 
phael decided to return to Poland. He 
had taken enough. 

His classmates were sadened that he 
was forced to leave and gave a going- 
away party for him. Raphael hopes 


someday to return to the United States, 
but not to school. 

“I suggest that this incident is just the 
tip of the iceberg,” Seifert said. ‘‘The al- 
ibi that children are often mean to each 
other has been worked to death. We are 
not talking about the green trees and the 
one-acre lots of this town. We are i 
about the extreme materialism of this 
town.”’ 

Parent advisory councils and school 
councils that would discuss and deal with 
problems such as the one with Studzinski 
was suggested by School Committeeman 
Donald Robb. 

“It is an embarrassment to the school 
system and to the town of Andover that 
someone should get this type of wel- 
come,’’ Robb said.

sibility study of $161,500 would be ‘‘not a 
problem” and would be fully funded. 

The funding for the feasibility study 
would be provided through Chapter 636, 
out of the State Department of Education 
grants for such projects, according to 
Seifert. 

In 1974, the state legislature passed 
legislation that would allow school dis- 
tricts to operate as joint tenants of 
schools placed in more than one school

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Responsibility 


It is to be assunmed that the Boston and Maine Railroad has its 
problems, to be sure. 

But, there is one little item that they continually overlook and that 
is responsiblity when it comes to maintenance of the right of way as 
indicated by the annual outbreak of fires along the rail bed. 

A cursory glance at the fire log this week indicates Andover fire- 
fighters were called on several occasions to extinguish brush fires 
along the rail bed in various sectors of the town. 

Tuesday, the department was called upon to spend several hours 
off Dascomb Road extinguishing brush and railroad ties. 

All of these fires are ignited by sparks from passing trains. 

In most instances the fires are in remote areas, or sections with 
difficult access. 

Fact of the matter is these fires can be avoided through what was 
once routine maintenance on the part of the railroad. 

Annually, maintenance workers would patrol the tracks to cut 
back brush and weeds. Railroad ties were removed rather than 
stacked along the roadbed as they are now. The creosote-soaked 
ties, when ignited, become difficult to contain. 

A year ago considerable damage was caused in the Lowell Junc- 
tion area when passing trains ignited ties and brush on a windy day. 
The fires got out of control and burned over considerable acreage as 
weil as severely damaging an industrial building in the area. 

While no major fires have occurred here this year, the threat 
remains due to the continued dry spell. 

Frankly, the danger can be avoided if only the administrators of 
the Boston and Maine would face up to the responsibility of provid- 
ing a little routine maintenance through the communities through 


which they pass. 


All This For 


Home-Grown Tomatoes

The strapping young men from 
Konjoian Farms muscled an enor- 
mous bag of peat into the hatch of 
my Honda. “I hope you've got 
somebody to help you with this at 
home,’’ said one. 

“Oh, yes.” I smiled. ‘My hus- 
band.”’ 

Which was not strictly true. Paul 
was in Boston. I had just trans- 
ported my son to a birthday party 
on Chandler Road; the sight of that 
busy greenhouse had inspired me 
to stop for the fixings for my an- 
nual exercise in futility—my gar- 
den. 

I’m not much of a gardener. 
Mostly, I plant tomatoes—Burpee’s 
Big Boys. 

My parents, true gardeners, used 
to plant Burpee’s Big Boys when I 
was a kid. Every season, we picked 
more Burpee’s Big Boys than And- 
over has Volvos. 

I loved Burpee’s Big Boys be- 
cause of the name. It reminded me 
of my uncle Vick, who used to live 
above, and manage, a tavern. 
When we came to visit, we’d sit in 
the bar while, fueled by Falstaff, 
he and his paunchy red-faced 
patrons swapped lies and belched. 

Burpee Big Boys, they were. 

But I drift. 

I drove my peat home. The day 
was warm and sunny; I wasn’t 


about to wait for Paul to come back 
to help me. 

My immediate problem was to 
get the bale of peat—which proba- 
bly weighed 100 pounds—from the 
car to the back yard. We don’t own 
a wheelbarrow, so I had to make do 
with an old plastic sled. 

I wrestled the bale down onto the 
sled, but it was too heavy to pull up 
the little bank of the front lawn. 

So I rolled the bag off, ripped it 
open and shoveled peat onto the 
sled. 

My shovel has a two-foot handle. 
It used to be longer, but I broke it 
digging post-holes for a town play- 
ground we built in Bar Harbor four 
years ago. 

Quite a project, that. Not a 
“Dragon’s Lair’ a la Bancroft 
School, but a conglomeration of ce- 
dar logs and old tires created, liter- 
ally, by the whole town. 

But I digress. 

Anyway, using my half shovel 
and orange plastic sled, I managed 
to transfer peat to garden. And 
plant my Burpee’s Big Boys. In 
newspaper cones, so the cutworms 
wouldn’t eat the stems. 

My neighbor, Beverly, showed 
me how to make the cones last 
year, after the cutworms wiped out

EXPENSIVE PITFALLS 


The $125,000 Federal in- 
come tax exclusion for the 
sale of the principal resi- 
dence of persons over 55 
years old can mean many 
thousands of dollars in tax 
savings. However, there are 
some important points to 
keep in mind: 

This exclusion can be 
used only once, regardless 
of the amount of profit real 
ized on the sale. If a $75 
000 profit is excluded from 
taxable income on the sale 
of a home this year, you 00 
NOT still have $50,000 re- 
maining which could be ex- 
cluded on the sale of your 
next home. Once this tax 
Savings device is used, it is 
lost forever, even if the en- 
tire $125,000 exclusion can- 
not be used. 


Another thing to keep in 
mind is that the exclusion is 
not $125,000 per person for 
married couples for a total 
of $250,000. The most a 
married couple can exclude
